TO  THE  NARBERTH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1925,  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Rural  District,  together  with  the  progress  made 
during  the  past  five  years  in  Public  Health. 

The  Nar berth  Rural  District  has  an  area  of  80,248  acres; 
Population  (Census  1921),  10,950,  and  now  estimated  at  11,000. 
The  physical  features  remain  unchanged.  The  Boundary  on  the 
North  is  the  Precelly  Chain  of  Mountains;  on  the  South  is  the 
coast  line  of  the  Carmarthen  Bay,  and  the  Pembroke  Rural 
District.  On  the  East  it  is  bounded  by  the  Carmarthen  Rural 
District,  and  on  the  West  by  the  River  Cleddau  and  the  Haverford- 
west Rural  District. 

The  length  of  the  District,  North  to  South,  is  about 
eighteen  miles;  from  East  to  West,  the  breadth  is  about  nine  miles. 

The  general  character  of  the  District  is  very  hilly.  A 
few  Villages  of  small  size  are  situated  in  various  localities.  The 
farms  are  scattered  and  isolated. 

The  nature  of  agriculture  through  the  District  is  chiefly 
pasture  and  arable.  In  the  Northern  pari  the  land  is  poor,  being 
in  many  parts  mountain  land.  Towards  the  South  there  is  good 
pasture  land.  Many  of  the  cottages  belong  to  the  larger  farms,  and 
are  very  difficult  of  access.

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OCCUPATION. 

The  inhabitants  are  chiefly  employed  in  agriculture,  and 
are  of  the  labouring  class.  In  the  northern  part  there  are  a few 
Slate  Quarries,  where  a small  number  of  men  are  employed.  In 
the  south,  chiefly  in  the  St.  Issells  Parish,  there  are  some  Coal 
Mining  levels,  producing  the  anthracite  coal.  This  is  quite  an 
important  industry,  which  employs  a fair  amouiit  of  the  population. 
The  Weaving  Industry  is  carried  on  at  the  Geliy  Mills,  chiefly  with 
machinery;  the  old  hand  loom  is  practically  obsolete.  These  Mills 
employ  a small  number.  There  are  also  Brickworks  at  Templeton, 
which  employ  a few  hands. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  District  being  Agriculture, 
the  majority  of  the  population  are  robust  and  healthy. 

In  the  Coal  Mining  District  there  is  a tendency  to  chronic 
lung  condition  (Miners’  Phthisis),  and  the  Templeton  Brickworks 
lay  the  workers  open  to  Scilicosis  of  lung.  Fortunately,  few  of 
these  cases  have  been  recorded. 

Utilisation  of  Hospitals  and  Gratuitous  Medical 
Relief  given  are  gradually  being  taken  advantage  of.  Patients  are 
realising  the  value  of  early  institutional  treatment.  The  early 
diagnosis  and  prompt  removal  by  ambulance  to  the  general  hospital 
of  surgical  cases,  has  made  good  progress,  and  no  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  obtaining  beds  for  urgent  cases. 

The  value  of  Clinics  for  expectant  mothers  is  making 
steady  progress  through  the  aid  of  the  Visiting  Nurses. 

There  is  a Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Narberth,  held  fort- 
nightly. This  is  getting  steadily  morel  popular.  The  convenience 
of  road  passenger  conveyance  at  a cheap  rate  will  be  a great  con- 
venience for  mothers  to  attend  the  Clinic  from  long  distances : up 
to  the  last  few  months  the  difficulty  has  been  in  getting  to  the 
Centre  from  distant  homes  in  a sparsely  populated  area. 

An  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  instituted  for  the  County 
under  the  Pembrokeshire  County  Council.  This  being  a new 
development  for  the  Rural  populace,  a good  deal  of  persuasion  is 
necessary  to  get  the  patient’s  consent.  A comfortable  ambulance 
is  obtainable  at  short  notice  by  telephone.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER. 

The  domestic  and  dietic  supplies  throughout  the  entire 
district  are  satisfactory  as  to  quantity  and  quality,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Maenclochog  and  Landshipping.  In  the  former  place,  the 
supplies  are  scarcely  adequate,  while  in  the  other  district  the 
supply  is  short  and  the  quality  fair. 

Much  advancement  is  noticeable  respecting  the  discarding 
of  the  old  shallow  dip  well.  The  majority  of  wells  are  now  pro- 
tected with  doors  and  covers,  and  many  wells  are  deepened  and 
fitted  with  proper  pumps. 

Public  wells  are  frequently  analysed,  with  satisfactory 

results. 

RIVER  & STREAMS. 

The  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area  may  be 
taken  as  non-existent.  There:  are  no  works  on  the  banks,  dis- 
charging waste,  etc.,  and  no  Town  sewerage  is  emptied  thereto. 
Some  farm  land  liquid  may  occasionally  find  its  way  into  streams, 
but  in  such  small  quantities  that  the  effect  may  be  termed 
negligible. 

DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE. 

Owing  to  the  scattered  character  of  the  district,  there 
are  no  sewers  provided,  but  houses  are  mostly  self-contained, 
with  cesspools  within  their  own  areas. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  type  of  closet  chiefly  in  existence  is  the  privy.  In 
later  years  the  pail  system  has  been  instituted  with  beneficial 
results. 

There  are  also  a large  number  of  houses  improving  the 
closet  accommodation,  and  converting  into'  water  closets  with  cess- 
pools. 

SCAVENGING. 

There  are  two  districts  where  scavenging  household  refuse 
is  carried  out  weekly  by  contract,  i.e.,  Saundersfoot  Village  and 
Velfrey  Road.  The  other  part  of  the  district  store  the  refuse  in 
gardens,  etc.,  which  is  eventually  used  up  as  manure.

The  prevalence  of  notifiable  diseases  for  the  past  five 
years  has  been  most  favourable,  there  is  an  increase  in  the  notifi- 
cation of  Tuberculosis.  This  I attribute  to  the  early  recognition  of 
the  disease  by  practitioners,  and  there  was  more  prompt  notification 
than  in  the  past  years.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 
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HOUSING. 

The  general  Housing  of  the  District  has  made  a decided 
improvement  during  the  past  five  years,  not  as  much  in  number  as 
in  the  standard  of  house.  The  extent  of  shortage  has  been  felt  in 
the  majority  of  Parishes,  to  a great  extent  in  the  Parish  of  St. 
Issells,  where  the  population  is  an  industrial  one.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  there  is  a decrease  in  the  percentage  of  scholars  attend- 
ing the  Council  Schools  in  most  of  the  Parishes.  An  obvious 
example  of  this  is  noticeable  at  the  Bletherston  Council  School. 
There  is  a reduction  from  60  to  23  scholars.  I attribute  this  to  a 
certain  extent  to  the  shortage  of  houses : it  is  known  young  people 
are  prevented  from  marriage  through  this  difficulty.  For  instance, 
nine  cottages  have  been  demolished  in  this  particular  Parish,  with 
only  two  renovations.  This  state  seems  to'  be  general  throughout 
the  whole  district. 

OYER-CROWDING. 

There  have  been  cases  of  over-crowding,  due  to  numbers  of 
the  two-roomed  cottages,  which  are  still  in  existence  and  occupied, 
and  until  there  is  a better  standard  of  houses,  built  either  by  the 
Council  or  private  enterprise,  no*  advantageous  action  can  be  taken. 
FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

The  general  standard  of  the  houses  has  greatly  improved 
in  the  more  thickly  populated  areas,  namely  Clynderwen,  Llan- 
dissilio,  Maenclochog  and  St.  Issells.  These  improvements  are 
absolutely  dependent  on  private  enterprise,  which  has  been  greatly 
augmented  by  the  Government  Subsidies. 

DEFECTS. 

General  defects  found  in  unfit  houses  are  dampness, 
insufficient  air  and  light,  and  bad  floors;  many  of  the  defects  are 
due  to  the  age  and  design  of  the  houses.  Difficulties  found  in 
remedying  unfitness  of  houses  is  the  inflated  prices  of  timber  and 
slates,  and  the  high  standard  of  the  price  of  labour.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK. 


A great  increase  in  the  number  of  Producers  selling  liquid 
milk  has  taken  place  during  the  last  five  years.  This  district  is 
mostly  pasture  land,  and  the  number  of  small  dairies  is  ever  on 
the  increase.  The  quality  of  the  milk  is  undoubtedly  good.  Clean- 
liness in  handling  milk  is  much  better  observed,  as  proved  by 
frequent  analysis.  Cowsheds  and  dairies  are  receiving  strict 
attention  with  beneficial  results.  During  the  year  no  tubercular 
milk  has  been  detected,  neither  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  take 
action  in  respect  of  tubercular  cows. 
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MEAT. 

(1) .  Under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulation,  1924, 
all  Slaughterhouses,  Meat  Shops,  Stalls,  Vehicles,  &c.,  are  system- 
atically inspected,  and  Cattle  are  frequently  inspected  previous  to 
slaughtering.

There  is  a prompt  supply  of  antitoxin  to  all  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  District  on  application  supplied  through  the 
local  chemist,  authorised  by  the  M.O.H.  for  the  Distrct.

Saundersfoot-  is  the  only  Port  within  my  area. 

The  trade  is  chiefly  coastwise,  conveying  anthracite  coal 
and  culm  to  various  places  on  the  Channel. 

The  vessels  are  small,  ranging  from  25  tons  to  220  tons. 

The  imports  are  stones  for  road  repairing,  manure,  etc. 

Frequent  inspections  have  been  made,  but  it  is  satisfactory 
to  state  that  no  serious  effects  were  found  to  exist;  and  no  illness 
on  board  the  various  crafts  were  notified.  As  the  shipping  is  so 
local,  plague,  cholera,  &c.,  is  quite  unknown.
